1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The method claims 
have been substantiated by in-vivo data for the treatment of depression and pain submitted in an 
affidavit and publication. The forced swimming test an art recognized test that reasonably 
correlates with disease treatment (See: Petit-Demouliere et. al. "Forced swimming test in mice: a 
review of antidepressant activity." Psychopharmacology 2005, 777, 245-255). The same can be 
said for the anti-nociceptive assays.
